The War’s New Phase 


The German evacuation of Lille and Ostend without a fight and 
| without destruction marks a new phase in the developments of the 
| war. Giving up Ostend means that the whole Belgian coast will be 

given up, and with that the abandonment of the drive on the Chan- 
| nel ports; just as the giving up of La Fere, Laon and the St. Gobain 
| Forest meant the abandonment of the drive on Paris. Lille is the 
great northern industrial city of France. It is the centre of a busy 
and important industrial district. Its release from German occupa- 
tion means that the German grip on throat of France is being re- 
leased; beyond doubt because it had to be. That both cities were 
given up without being destroyed rather argues that President 
Wilson’s hint as to the effect of barbarism on peace terms is having

an effect, 


The main American forces operating northwest of Verdun have 
had three weeks of terrific fighting. Measured by miles, their 
| progress has not been great, but the results have been stupendous. 
To the American army under General Pershing was given the honor 
of striking at the base of the great German salient that included 
Belgium and northern France, except the comparatively small area 
east of the Meuse. Based on Verdun, with the Meuse on their right 
flank, and separated from General Gouraud’s army of the Cham- 
pagne on their left by the Forest of Argonne, every mile they pushed 
north cut the German lines of communication between the armies on 
the west front and their base of supply in Germany, Their com- 
plete suecess would mean the total collapse of Germany. Naturally 
they have been met with all the foree that Germany could bring to 
bear. They have been held back, but only by the fiercest fighting 
and by depleting other parts of the front to strengthen the resistance 
the Meuse. The deadly thrust of the Americans between the 
Meuse and the Argonne is the secret of the recent German with- 
drawals on the west front. Late reports indicate that, in spite of all 
the resistance that che Germans have put up, their line is giving way. 
If it dogs, only disaster faces them. While the Americans have been 
held back, Gouraud, in the Champagne, has pushed forward. At

Steps are being taken to supply the 
press with information of a reliable 
nature regarding the progress of the 
epidemic and means of prevention and 
treatment.

It is not unreasonable to 
elieve that, knowing this, the 
ricky Hun is concocting stories of 
Imaginary complications in the 
Matherland and circulating them 
mong us., It isthe easier to sus- 
ect so because the German censor- 
1ip has been singularly efficient in 
reventing the estape of rumors 

shich would not help its cause. 


Memanding Separate Schools. 


The experience of the Wakeham 
Achool district, in Manitoba, as re- 
orded in the Morden Times, has 
een reproduced in these columns, 
nd is worthy of attention by 
veryone interested in the integ- 
Hity of our public school system 
nd in the sort of citizenship the 
ountry is to have in the future be- 
ause of the . kind of education 
‘iven to children in the sclrools. 
The Wakeham district, as_ its 
lame suggests, was originally set- 
led by ‘English-speaking people, 
rrobably by settlers from Eng- 
and. The Morden Times remarks 
hat of late years the land of most 
f these pioneer settlers has passed 
nto the hands of Mennonites. How 
t came to pass into their hands 
vill suggest itself to anyone famil- 
ar with the colonizing operations 


f£ these people elsewhere. No 
loubt in the Wakeham district 


he incomers did what they are 
iow trying to do in the Grande 
-rairiedistrict ; that is, bought up 

Iternate farms, confident that 
he intervening settlers would find 
heir society so objectionable that 
hey would sell out cheap. 

The result is that the Mennon- 
tes, having squeezed out the other 
ettlers, decided this summer in 
he Wakeham district, and in 
even other districts ‘in Manitoba, 
hat the time had come when they 
ould exercise a privilege which 
hey claim to enjoy under the 
»rder-in-council passed in 1873, 
riving special concessions to peo- 
dle of their sect ; namely the right 
bo run the schools in these dis- 
‘riets in a way that suited them- 
elves. Asa beginning they refus- 
d to allow their children to attend 
the publie schools. In the Wake- 
am district this left the school 
vithout scholars, and the teacher 
—an Englishman—held down the 
ob day after day with no pupils 
o teach, The provincial govern- 
nent finally intervened, without 
ucceeding in inducing the people 
f the district to send their chil 
ren to the school. At the latest 
eports the controversy had got to 
he stage where, on motion of the 
jovernment, a dozen or so of the 
rents were to appear before the 
agistrate and attempt to justify 
heir refusal to Dbey the provin 
‘ial school laws. 

If the Mennonite people in the 
Nakeham district are entitled to 
ponduct private schools, or to con 
uct the public school as a Men- 
honite school, the Mennonite set- 
‘lers in Grande Prairie would 
‘oubtless make the same claim,

Obviously the maximum effort 
of the country is not being put 
into the war when conditions of 
unrest prevail widely among its 
workers and break out frequently 
in strikes which hamper or cripple 
orre or another branch of produc- 


tive energy. To allay this unrest, 
and thereby dispel the strike im- 
pulse, is a necessary part of suc- 
cessful war policy, as it is of effi- 
cient domestic policy. 

The prime cause“of this discon- 
tent, whose latest and nearest ex- 
pression is the strike at Calgary, 
is the greatly increased cost of the 
necessaries of life, As prices have 
gone up wages have correspond- 
ingly decreased in purchasing 
power, The wage-earner finds that 
a dollar does not now go much 
further or as far toward the sup- 
port of his family as a half dol- 
lar went in pre-war days, and that 
its purchasing power is still de 
creasing steadily and_ rapidly. 
Under such conditions it cannot 
be held remarkable if the wage- 
earner endeavors to secure an in- 
crease of pay which will bring his 
earnings more nearly into normal 
| relations to the cost of his family’s 
needs. His very loyalty to his wife 
and children impel him to do so. 

The situation is aggravated 
when the wage-earner knows that 
in part the prices demanded of 
him are not the inevitable result 
of war but are occasioned by the 
fact that other men are making 
excessive profits out of war con- 
ditions, It is not convineing in such 
circumstances to tell him that it is 
his patriotic duty to sacrifice. His 
response is that the men who are 
growing rich at his expense should 
be made to sacrifice too; or that if 
it is right that the war should 
make them rich he too should be 
allowed to mark up -What-he has 
to sell—his labor—to proportion- 
ate prices. 

Neither does it meet the 
case to tell him: that because 
his son is fighting oversea at $1.10 
per day he should be content to 
work for the same pay. His reply 
is that because his son is fighting 
to overthrow plunderers in Europe 
is no reason why he should be 
plundered in Canada; that on the 
contrary, because the son is get- 
ting small pay is an added reason 
why the father should get larger 
pay, and thus be able to lay up 
something to help the boy re-estab- 
lish himself in civil life when he 
}returns, or to secure the 
against future want in case the son 
| does not return. And to secure the 
inerease, other means failing, he 
lays down his tools, as in Calgary. 

Confronted by such a situation 
three courses are open to the gov- 
erning authority of the country. 
One is to regulate prices so as to 
eliminate profiteering. Another is 
to provide for an assured and 


regulated increase of wages as 
costs of living increase. A third 
is the one taken by the Govern. 


ment—coerce, or attempt to co- 
eree, the workers by threats into 
working at rates of pay which lack 
the purchasing power of the pay 
of pre-war conditions, 

But difficulties may arise out of 
the course which the Government 
has decided to take. If the threat 
of coercion is met by refusal on 
the part of striking employees to 
be coerced, what then? The Gov- 
ernment must use actual force or 
| permit its orders to be disregard- 
ed. A government that issues or- 
ders which it can’t enforce is not 
a government; it is an anarchy.

tration and debility than js usual, In 
other cases, after catarrhal eymptoms, 
bronchitis occurs, the fever increases, 
there is delirium and much prostra- 
tion, and the picture may even be that 
of severe typhoid fever. The graver 
respiratory conditions are bronch.t.s, 
pleuisy and pneumonia. The bron- 
chitis has really no special peculiart- 
ties. The sputum is supposed by many 
to be distinctive. Sometimes it is in 
extraordinary amounts, very thin, and 
containing purulent massee. Pfeltfer 
regards sputum of a greenish-yellow 
color and tn coin-like lumps as almost 
characteristic of influenza. In other 
cases there may be a dark red, bloody 
sputum. One of the most distressing 
sequelae of the influenza bronchitis is 
diffuse bronchiectasis, of which IT have 
seen several instances. It occasion- 
ally happens that the bronchitis is ot 
great intensity and reaches the finer 
tubes, so that the patient becomes 
cyanosed or even & yxiated. 

Influenza pneurtnonia is one of the 
most serious manifestationg, and may 
depend wpon Pfefffer’s bacillus itself, 
or is the result of a mixed infection. 
The true influenza pneumonia is most 
commonly lobular or *catarrhal, prob- 
ably never croupous. Much of the 
mortality of the disease depends upon 
the fatal character of this complica- 
tion, The clinical course of the dis- 
ease is often irregular and the symp- 
toms are obscure, or masked Influenza, 
pleuisy is more rare, but cases of 
primary involvement of the pleura are 
reported, It ie very apt to lead to 
empyema, Pulmonary tuberculosis is 
usually much aggravated by an at- 
tack of influenza. 

Nervous Form 


Without any catarrhal symptoms 
there is severe heachache, pain in the 
back and joints, with profound pros- 
tration, Among the more serious 
complications may be mentioned men- 
ingitis and encephalitis, the latter 
leading to hemiplegia or monoplegia. 
Abscess of the brain has followed in 
acute cases. Myelitis, with symptoms 
like an acute Landry's peralysis, has 
occurred, and spastic paraplegia or a 
pseudotabes may follow an attack. 

The influenza bacillus has been 
demonstrated by lumbar puncture 
during life and in the meninges after 
death, All forms of neurltis are not 
uncommon, and in some cases are 
characterized by marked disturbance 
of motion and sensation. Judging 
from the accounts in the Nterature, 
almost every form of disease of the 
nervous system may follow influenza. 


Among the most important of the 
nervous sequelae are depression of 
spirits, melancholia, and in some cases 
dementia. 

Gastro-intestinal Form 

With the onset of the fever there 
may be nausea and vomiting, or ths 
attack may set in with abdominal 
pain, profuse diarrhoea, and collapse. 
In some epidemics, jaundice has been 
a common symptom. In a considey- 
able number of the cases there is ef- 
largement of the spleen, depending 
chiefly wpon the intensity of the fever. 
This was a very rare form in the 
United States.

The pericarditis is apt to be latent. 
Of endocarditis, a number of cases 
have been reported. There have been 
at least three cases at the Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital in which micro-organ- 
isms morphologically like influenza 
bacilli have been isolated from the 
Austin). The 
maglignant form may occur. Myocar- 
«utis may follow, and has been a cause 
of sudden death. Functional disturb- 
ances are coanmon, palpitation, brady- 
cardia, tachycardia, and angina-like 
attacks. Phlebitis and thrombosis of 
various vessels have been described. 

Septicaemia 

Septicaemia was, demonstrated ‘tn 
four of eight cases by Meunier in the 
cultivation of influenza bacilli from 
the circulating blood. 

Peritonitis 

Perttonitis is rare. There have been 
@ few cases published, only one, ao far 
as I know, by Hill and Fisch, in which 
the bacillus was demonstrated in the 
exudate.
